priwii »y<teni exiKtrt in that < iluny. 
It a|i|ie«rH that raaiiy persons wlin^e 
iiecenKilie* ciniix'l lliem to liirrow 
money are iu the hahit of pawn- 
ing their children or rather relative-i 
to the immiy lendera of the colony, 
who, iti-ii 'i I if being paid Intereat in 
the u^iiat manner, are allia to Uie 
theM untortunate creatiirea aa aiaeoe 
until the loan ia refundeil, which may 
not ha ibr a aariae of yean. Tiie in- 
habitant of Lacna who makea thia 
atalenent aaya: ~ "The pawn reoeivea 
not a fraction of payment fur his toil.
